City electricity rates are going up again. 
Home owners will pay 3.8 per cent more to flick on the lights — an extra 48 cents 
per monthly bill on the average — if the City Council follows a 
staff 
recommendation Tuesday night to pass on a whopping wholesale power rate 
increase to consumers.

Pacific Gas and Electric Company (PG & Ei has hiked the wholesale cost of the 
electricity it sells to the City of Lompoc by 35 per cent. The boost is based on the 
rising cost of the fuel PG itE uses to produce the electricity - mainly fuel oil Tlie 
city, which retails electricity to its 8.000 odd city customers, will pay an added *«,100 
per month for wholesale power after the 35 per cent boost takes effect. Under a 
ruling by the California Public Utilities Commission (PUC), the utility company 
may automatically increase rates based on the cost of fuels used in power 
generation. Such hikes are referred to as fuel cost adjustments.

This latest fuel cost adjustment will boost the monthly price the city pays for 
power from about $23.000 to between $31,000 and $32,000. Though the cost increase to 
the city is 35 per cent, when this is spread out over its 8,000 retail customers^ the 
average increase comes to 3.8 per cent per bill, said City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers

This will coax the average city electricity bill from $12.68 to $13.16, an increase of 
48 C6nts He S3 id 
The PUC ruling allowing PG&E and other utility companies to levy automatic fuel 
cost adjustments went into effect on April 28. 1973. Since that time, city electricity 
bills have climbed about $3 per month on the average, Wahlers said due to such 
adjustments. The city has never received a power price reduction based on the 
fluctuating price of fuel Other types of wholesale rate hike requests must go before 
the PUC for lengthy consideration before they become effective. 
Along with the city electricity rate hike proposal Tuesday night. Lompoc s City 
Council will view a proposal from the Northern California Power Agency! NCPA) 
for taking the first step into the power generating business. The NCPA is a 
cooperative of 11 cities which, like Lompoc, own their own power distribution 
systems and buy electricity wholesale for redistribution. Lompoc is a member. 
After about six years of funding antirate increase suits against PG&E and other 
companies on behalf of one or more of the 11 cities, the agency is preparing to assess 
its member cities for power generation ventures which include buying into two 
nuclear power plant ventures and developing a power source at the Geysers dry 
geothermal steam fields in Sonoma County. The geothermal venture could possibly 
include the construction of an NCP A geothermal steam power plant. 
NCPA leaders, including Lompoc City Councilman Art Scott, assure that the 
public power agency can provide its member cities with cheaper power in the future 
than can PG&E NCPA would pass its profits along to consumers in the 11 cities in 
the form of more stable rates, they say. Pt 
officials disagree and say that the 
initial cost of power generating ventures would never be made up by savings, if any, 
over PG&E wholesale rates.

The council will not be asked to solve the problem Tuesday night but will begin 
consideration of this alternate method of procuring power for the city's future as it 
considers passing on yet another electric rate increase to its citizens.

The prosecution force said Strachan's 
involvement in the political scandal was 
not as great as that of H R. Haldeman, 
John Mitchell and John D. Ehrlichman. 
all convicted in the cover-up 
They also said there was a possibility 
Strachan could win his court argument 
that he cannot be tried because of the 
limited immunity he was given in return

Strachan was originally indicted along 
with Mitchell, Haldeman, Ehrlichman 
and Robert C. Mardian They were all 
convicted and sentenced to jail for their 
roles in the Watergate scandal. Another

Kenneth W. Parkinson, was acquitted 
Strachan, 
who 
was 
an 
aide 
to 
Haldeman when he was chief of staff for 
President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon, 
successfully moved to have his case 
separated from the others while the 
immunity question was argued. 
Strachan was indicted on one count of 
conspiracy, one count of obstruction of 
justice arid one count of making a false 
statement to the grand jury. 
He was granted limited immunity for 
his 
testimony 
before 
the 
Senate 
Watergate committee in the summer of 
1973. In that testimony he said he purged 
White House files of political memos, 
acting on instructions from Haldeman. 
He said that Haldeman told him to 
clean out political intelligence memos in 
the file two days after the Watergate 
burglary. 


Prosecutors also noted that “ the 
indictment and proof at trial ascribed to 
Strachan a more limited role in the 
conspiracy than to those recently tried.” 
“ In light of all the circumstances 
cited above, we do not believe that the 
interests of justice lie in continued 
prosecution of Strachan.” 
Task force runs into heavy 
fire near Phnom Penh airport 


PHNOM PENH (U PI) - A 1,000-man 
government task force trying to clear 
rebel gunners from the swamplands 
around Phnom Penh’s battered airport 
ran into heavy enemy fire today and 
came to a near halt, military officers 
said. 
The rebels hit government troops with 
heavy mortar and rifle fire near the 
village 
of 
Samrong, 
four 
miles 
northwest of the airport. 
The 
government 
operation 
was 
ordered to retake Tuol Leap base, less 
than five miles west of Pochentong 
Airport. Insurgents overran the base 
last Friday. 
Rebel gunners have been using Tuol 
Leap and other nearby bases to pound 
the airport with rocket and artillery fire 
and 
harass 
the 
U.S. 
food 
and 
ammunition airlift. 
The field is the only supply line 
between the Cambodian capital and the 


outside world. 
Military sources said 10 rockets hit 
Phnom Penh itself —the first shells to 
hit the capital in two days —and another 
20 artillery and rocket rounds slammed 
into the airport. 
Two persons were killed and 11 
wounded, the sources said. 
The round-the-clock airlift, which was 
halted briefly Thursday because of 
intense shelling, went on today with 
civilian pilots dodging rebel rounds at 
the airport. 
Social workers in Phnom Penh began 
distributing the first of 20,000 tons of 
airlifted rice to civilians today following 
reports the government was stockpiling 
the food solely for the military. 
The 
handouts provided 
the 
first 
significant rice supplies available in 
Phnom Penh in more than a week. But 
most vendors stayed away from food 
markets for fear of riots .

Five tourist bodies 
found in hotel rubble 


T EL AVIV (U PI) — Searchers found 
the bodies of five foreign tourists today 
in the rubble of a hotel shattered in an 
Arab guerrilla assault that Israeli 
leaders termed an attempt to sabotage 
the Kissinger peace mission and an 
attack on Egypt as well. 
This raised the death toll in the boldest 
Palestinian strike of its kind to 18, 
including seven of the eight guerrillas 
who attacked the city’s beachfront from 
the sea.

Israel buried four of its own dead from 
the attack, including two soldiers. 


Police identified the latest bodies 
found in the Savoy Hotel as those of 
Asher Feldman, 15, of Amsterdam;

Rain, high 
winds strike 
Valley area 


Rain and winds of gale proportions 
pelted and buffeted Lompoc Valley and 
the entire Central Coast today in an 
extension of a two-day storm. 
There 
were 
no 
major 
incidents 
reported due to the conditions, but 
Lompoc City Hall got numerous calls 
reporting fallen tree limbs and county 
and state highway crews were cleaning 
up fallen rock that fell from bluffs 
across Highways 1, 246 and 154 All 
roads were reported open. 
Nearly three-quarters of an inch of 
rain was recorded at the city’s water 
treatment plant on North Avenue, for 
the period from 8 a.m. yesterday to 8 
a.m. today. That raised the season total 
to 12.20 inches compared to 12.46 inches 
last year at this time. 
Phil Holland, county flood control 
official, reported nearly five inches of 
rain fell at San Marcos Pass. He said 
heavy rainfall, east of Cachuma caused 
the dams at both Juncal and Gibralter to 
spill. The lake level at Cachuma was at 
744.12 feet above sea level or about six 
feet from spill. Holland said “ if we’re 
lucky, Cachuma will spill.” It was a 
reference to the county’s great need for 
water. 
Winds were clocked at sustained 
speeds of 45 miles per hour and gusts of 
90 m p h. on Vandenberg’s Tranquillón 
Peak, and 28 and 45 m p h. respectively 
on the Base at sea level

Consultants reported winds at 2,000 feet 
were as high as 60 m.p.h. 
There 
were 
no

incidents 
reported as a result of the wind, 
although city, county and state crews 
received numerous reports of fallen tree 
limbs. 


WASHINGTON (UPI i - The number 
of available jobs declined 540,000 in 
February, but the unemployment rate 
held steady at 8.2 per cent because a 
similar number of people dropped 
entirely out of the labor force, the Labor 
Department said today. 
The unemployment rate, unchanged 
from January when an estimated 7 5 
million people were out of work, 
bolstered President Ford’s predictions 
of a turnaround before the end of 1975 
But the steady rate only seemed to mask 
many discouraging trends in the unem­ 
ployment situation: 
—Employment 
has 
dropped 
2 4 
million since September, 1974, a figure 
which described as “ the largest five- 
month cutback recorded in the postwar 
period ” 
—Of a total 75 million persons 
unemployed, 55 per cent of them were 
recently laid off 
Four out of five 
persons who lost their jobs since August 
were victims of layoffs. 
—The duration of unemployment rose 
to 11.7 weeks, one week higher than in 
January and two weeks higher than in 
December. 
—The number of available lobs, which 
peeked last October at 86.4 million, has 
fallen back 84 million jobs, the same 
level as in May, 1973 
The loss in 
February was 540,000 
—A total of 580.000, mostly women and 
blacks, 
left 
the 
labor 
market 
in 
Feburary, creating a sudden turnaround 
that reduced the total civilian labor 
force to 91.5 million people. 
The trade-off between the loss of 
540.000 available jobs and the 580,000 
drop in the work force generally was 
attributed for the steady unemployment 
rate of 8 2 per cent 
A continuation of this trend probably 
would bear out the predictions of Ford’s 
economic advisers that unemployment 
will go no higher than 8.5 per cent in 
1975. Some economists, however, have 
predicted it will top 9 per cent. 


But there was no indication that the 
number of available jobs would increase 
in the near future. The Commerce 
Department simultaneously issued a 
report saying that businessmen have 
reduced their estimates of capital 
spending for 1975 —a sign that they do 
not intend to create any new jobs in the 
months ahead 
In the effort to beat the unemployment 
situation, 
the House 
Appropriations 
Committee today approvtd a proposal to 
accelerate spending of $5.9 billion to 
create at least 900,000 jobs. 
The unemployment rate has been 
rising steadily since the end of 1973. The 
last tune there was no change was in 
May and June, 1974, when it held steady 
at 5.2 per cent.

Martinez left Oakland early Thursday 
in a de Havilland Dove twm-engine 
plane on a routine cargo and mail flight 
to Los Angeles International Airport 
The pilot radioed controllers at Santa 
Barbara Airport that he was having 
navigational equipment problems and 
his last contact was made at 4:15 a m 
The Coast Guard, which found no trace 
of the plane Thursday, said the craft

Ford in strong Cambodian aid plea 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford says $222 million in aid may 
prevent a Communist takeover in Cam­ 
bodia and perhaps allow negotiations. If 
Congress refuses, Americans would feel 
“ a deep sense of shame” over the 
bloodbath that would come with the 
insurgent troops. 
The President asks only for money He 
told a news conference Thursday, “ all 
American forces have come home They 
will not go back.” 
Ford gave the Cambodian regime 
headed by Marshal Lon Nol a 50-50 
chance of survival even with the aid. He 
said the money might allow Phnom 
Penh to last until summer, when the 
rainy season would make it easier to 
transport supplies. If the insurgents 


cannot win by then, talks might follow 
Liberal 
congressional 
sentiment 
supported Lon Nol's removal and said 
that might be the price of additional aid 
Ford did not agree, but he would not 
commit himself to Lon Nol. 
“ We will support any negotiations and 
accept any outcome that the parties 
themselves will agree to," he said “ As 
far as the United States is concerned, 
the personalities 
involved 
will not 
themselves constitute obstacles of any 
kind to a settlement." 
“ Are you saying that the United States 
will support any government, no matter 
how weak or corrupt, in a situation like 
this?” a reporter asked 
“ I am not saying that we would 
support any government.” Ford replied 


“ I am saying that we would support any 
government that we could see coming 
out of the present situation or the 
negotiated settlement ’ 


Ford said that despite a long history of 
efforts to negotiate — “ sue separate 
initiatives since I became President" 
—the insurgents feel they can win on the 
battlefield 
“ This 
belief 
will 
be 
encouraged if we cut off assistance to 
our friends."

Tornado strikes 
in St. Louis area

What apparently was a rare 
March tornado touched down 
early 
today 
in

populated suburban area of St 
Lo^is, damaging homes, down­ 
ing power lines and posing the 
threat of fires, police said. 
At least two persons were 
injured. Authorities said one 
person suffered severe burns 
on the chest and hand when he 
touched a downed power line. 
The 
National 
W eather 
Service at Lambert Field in St. 
Louis said winds from the 
storm reached 65 miles per 
hour and that the winds which 
raked the suburban South St 
Louis area may well have been 
a tornado. 
Sparking power lines dotted 
the area and natural gas leaked 
from damaged homes. 
One house was destroyed, 
two severely damaged and 
more than a dozen suffered 
minor 
damage, 
authorities 


said.

sparking electrical wires could 
ignite leaking gas and touch off 
a major fire Fire equipment 
was sent to the scene, but no 
fires were reported. 
"No one really saw it but 
we’re sure it was a tornado 
from the type of localized 
damage it caused," said Lt. 
William Cook of the St. Louis 
Coimty sheriff’s police. 
It struck a cluster of homes 
near the intersections of Inter­ 
states 270 and 55, leaving a trail 
of damaged homes and downed 
trees and power lines.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
has taken under consideration 
arguments on whether govern­ 
mental units can pay salary 
increases 
extract^ 
in 
an 
illegal public strike. 
Tl№ issue, heard by the high 
court Thursday, arose from 
last March’s strikes in San 
Francisco by city employes and 
teachers. Municipal services 
were crippled. 
A taxpayer’s suit, brought in 
the name of George Bangs, 
retired, asked the Superior 
Court to forbid payment of a 
million package, including six 
per cent boosts for teachers 
and $50 increases for each city 
employe. 
In view of the suit, the city 
controller refused to pay the 
money, and the city appealed 
for an order directing him to 
pay. 
"If the salary ordinances are 
upheld, in effect you will be 
getting the message across that 
there’s nothing wrong with 
engaging in an illegal public 
employes strike,” the court 
was told by Richard Thesing, 
attorney for Bangs. 
Because strikes involve coer­ 
cion, he said they deprive 


boards of supervisors 
reasonable discretion 
the law requires for 
decisions.

In San Francisco he said the 
supervisors “had no choice, 
they were blackmailed." He 
compared the situation with a 
visit to the supervisors by a 
man with a gun who says, 
"Pass this ordinance or I’ll kill 
you.” 


Deputy City Attorney George 
E Baglin responded, “There’s 
no law which says that when a 
strike occurs, a board has no 
obligation to fix salaries for the 
next year.” 


He argued that salary fixing 
is a legislative act over which 
the courts have no power. "We 
have government by the peo­ 
ple,” and only the people can 
impose new restrictions on 
public strikes, he argued.

And you know that a guy will never have to 
sell encyclopedias or drive a beer truck if his 
name is Elgin Baylor, or Gump Worsley, or 
Roman Gabriel, or Maurice Richard, or Ivory 
Crockett, or Joe Don Looney 
What got me started thinking about names 
was a small story on yesterday’s UPI sports 
wire. A pro football player had been given his 
unconditional release

Fair Hooker and I go back a long ways 
together He went to a high school not far from 
mine, in the same league We were (still are) 
the same age 
Hooker was a tall, graceful black kid; a huge 
star in three sports The kind of natural athlete 
who looked great just walking onto the field. 
I was not a star Therefore, I never talked to 
Hooker and he never spoke to me. But I still 
remember the time I beat him head-on in the 
high jump at a track meet.

And there was the time in basketball when I 
put Hooker away with a nifty head fake. So what 
if my shot soared five feet over the rim? 
Fair went on to star in football at an Arizona 
university and was drafted by the Browns. He 
was a good, occasionally sensational, wide 


receiver. 
Now. after six years in the pros, he's through; 
over the hill. 
I have always gauged age in terms of sports, 
and suspect that others do the same When I 
hear that a senator or plumber is 37 years old, I

GENEVA - Henry Kissinger, pausing 
in Geneva, has every reason to feel 
beleaguered It is too easy to say that he 
is beleaguered because he lives in an 
international order of which he has 
served over seven years as the principal 
western architect That explanation is 
inadequate 
He sees a very nearly 
universal deterioration in the state of 
affairs, which is the result not so much 
of 
irresistible 
pressure 
from 
our 
enemies, as maladroit responses by our 
friends. People like Majority Leader 
Mansfield, and the editors of the New 
York Times still fall, officially, in that 
category. 
Take Turkey. Con 
gress voted to cut off 
arms sales to Turkey 
The Greeks, desiring 
that this should hap­ 
pen. stalled on pur­ 
pose 
over 
Cyprus, 
sufficiently to prevent 
that progress in the 
absence of which the 
arms 
boycott 
was 
m a n d a ted . 
The 
Turkish 
response 
was: you people (us 
Americans i need 
your radar and other secret installations 
far more than we Turks need them — 
hell, we don't even know how to operate 
them So if you want to play that kind of 
game, go ahead And Turkey veers off 
toward a kind of Iraquian hostility. 
Meanwhile Greece is not able to control 
Makarios 
and 
he 
has 
revved 
up 
sentiment in Cyprus for an irredentist 
war which Caramanlis, a long-time 
friend of the United States, dare not be 
less than helpful with The result: two 
increasingly impotent powers, the two 
most important in our Eastern alliance, 
headed toward immobility. 
At the other end of the continent, the 
Communists are moving in Portugal 
under the direct supervision of Moscow 
without the least objection by anybody 
Whereas the United States is thought 
venal if we attempt to “ interfere" in 
any way in the direction of helping 
social democrats 
in 
a beleaguered 
country, the Soviet Union is respected 
for moving to help the totalitarian in 
any 
beleaguered 
country. 
The 
interesting question is whether the 
Communists will simply take over 
Portugal, or whether they will stay 
more or less in the background and 
permit the army to give the orders, 
something like the Peruvian situation a 
stage or two advanced. 


This poses exquisitely subtle problems 
for the United States 
If Portugal 
become forthrightly Communist, say 
like Bulgaria, we could if not intercede 
directly, at least suspend Portugal’s 
participation 
in 
NATO. 
If 
the 
Communists play it smart, Portugal 
would continue to be a member of NATO 
in good standing, and would sit there and 
share all the military secrets and plans 
exchanged among NATO units. This 
would 
considerably 
relieve 
the 
responsibilities of KGB in Portugal and 
in other NATO countries 
Meanwhile, 
we 
have 
suspended 
military aid to Chile, because we 
disapprove of Chile’s internal policies. 
But since every reporter working for the 
New York Times and the Washington 
Post is roaming the back streets of Chile 
with 
flashlights 
looking 
for 
one 
suspicious $100 bill, we cannot even help 
the moderates in Chile working to 
liberalize the current regime. The result 
is that Chile will have to horde its 
precious reserves, wasted under Allende 
and his prodigal rush toward socialism, 
to buy — Russian, or Chinese arms. It is 
axiomatic that one tends to lean toward 
the foreign policy of the country whose 
arms one purchases. 
In Indochina the simple facts bear 
retelling. Congress promised 1.4 billion 
in aid But Senator Mansfield got around 
to appropriating only 700 million, the 
idea 
being 
to 
deliver 
300 of 
the 
remaining 700 now and the rest later. By 
now 
America has lurched 
into an 
isolationist scrupulosity which would 
make it extremely difficult for any 
President, or any Secretary of State, to 
commit himself to the delivery of one 
ping-pong table 
per month for 14 
months. Whereas last June Graham 
Martin, our able Ambassador to Saigon, 
saw the smoke clearing at last; and, in 
Cambodia, the Red Chinese were about 
ready to negotiate the year before. 
Suddenly we had to stop the bombing, 
and now the situation in South Vietnam 
is bad. the Cambodian situation worse: 
and the Red Chinese feel nothing but 
contempt 
for 
a 
superpower 
which 
cannot keep its own word in respect of a 
commitment so relatively trivial. 
We should bear in mind that the Red 
Chinese interest in the United States is 
as a superpower capable of offsetting 
the menace of another superpower, the 
Soviet Union. Mao hasn’t very long to 
live, but it could easily be that he will 
live to see the collapse of an effective 
western alliance, and the eunuchizing of 
America.

The Chamber of Commerce 
Transportation 
Committee 
has brought the matter before

State 
transportation 
department this week and 
they hope for early action. 


What is certain to be called 
for is a “channelization” of 


North H Street to allow both 
ingress and egress to the 
department store facility. In 
addition, modifications would 
seem to be in order for the 
traffic signal installation at 
North Avenue and North H 
Street. 
Most important, something 
must be done now. Time is of 
the essence. We would hate to 
see this needed facility in our 
Valley open with the present 
traffic controls and markings.

I am writing to hand out well-deserved 
bouquets to our hospital, the Emergency 
Room staff and to two of our local 
doctors. Last November, they saved my 
daughter’s life. 
My daughter and I decided against a 
public letter of thanks at the time, and 
we 
personally 
thanked 
the 
people 
involved. Now it has come to my 
attention that it is important that the 
public know that we have much to be 
thankful 
for 
in our often wrongly 
maligned local medical care. 
In November, my daughter had some 
corrective surgery for her fractured 
nose. A plastic surgeon was necessary, 
and it was done in an out-of-town 
hospital 
(having 
no 
local 
plastic 
surgeon). She did very well. On her sixth 
postoperative day while recuperating at 
home, 
for 
reasons 
unknown, 
she 
suffered spontaneous hemorrhages that 
became life-threatening. What a feeling 
of relief when we saw the Emergency 
Room door swing open and doctor and 
nurses alike running to help us. They 
performed gently and efficiently, giving 
highest quality, immediate care that 
required 
d e lic a te 
sp e c ia liz e d 
procedures. 
Their calm, 
reassuring 
attitudes to my daughter and I were 
highly valued during this time. 
It might be said, “This is to be 


expected 
in 
an 
emergency!” 
Yes. 
perhaps, 
but 
not only 
once, 
they 
maintained top quality care consistently 
during 
three 
different 
emergency 
admissions for hemorrhage, and on one 
occasion, one physician gave emergency 
care coming from his home at four 
o’clock in the morning and remaining in 
personal attendance at the hospital 
throughout most of the rest of the day. 
1 think my feeling of pride in our local 
hospital 
and 
my 
gratitude 
is 
understandable knowing we have a 
daughter 
alive 
and 
healthy 
due 
primarily to this excellent care. Can you 
imagine the shock it was to me to hear 
last week that the story has been told 
that 
“ because 
Lompoc 
Hospital 
botched, specialists had to be flown in to 
patch her up!” 
I request that you publish my letter to 
stop this harmful information After the 
initial emergencies, the plastic surgeons 
who did the original surgery took over 
her care as is usual for follow-up care 
for their own patients, and they, too, 
worked long and hard in an excellent 
manner. But the care that our local 
medical people gave with such concern 
must not be erased by such a totally 
untrue rumor. 
Every house has its dirty corner, 
every person a fault, and I am not 
unaware 
that 
medicine 
has 
its 
problems. I’ve been a patient for too 
many years to be blind. I note sadly, 
however, that we, the public, almost 
seem to gloat, and sensationalize when 
human frailties arise. That’s why, for a 
few minutes I took the time to elevate 
and dwell on the magnificent efforts, 
and

to 
rem em ber 
other 
memborable occasions that due to our 
good God above and modern medicine, 
each of my other children as well as my 
husband are alive today. 
Many thanks again to the medical 
people in our town. And, thank you, Mr. 
Crompe, for letting me have my say.

A demand for more sympathetic 
understanding and press support in 
achieving adequate compensation for 
legislators was laid on California’s 
newspaper publishers by Speaker Leo 
McCarthy. 


Speaking 
at 
the 
"reverse 
press 
conference" 
conducted 
by 
the 
publishers at their annual convention, 
the usually soft spoken McCarthy was 
obviously inwardly seething over the 
continued 
media 
criticism 
of 
the 
Legislature. 


McCarthy has a reputation for being 
calm and collected and his departure 
from an even composure was hardly 
noticeable excepting to those who know 
him 
best. 
But 
his 
irritation 
was 
understandable 
He was still burning 
from the backlash he got from his 
colleagues when he undertook to order 
an 
Assembly 
recess 
over 
the 
Washington Birthday weekend 


The 
legislators 
have 
become 
enamored with their self-granted $30 a 
day tax free living expenses which they 
collect seven days a week The proposal 
would have meant the loss of that pay 
for the four-day weekend 


Since his election to the Speakership 
last 
year, 
McCarthy 
has 
worked 
assiduously, on a low key, to bring about 
reforms in the lawmaking operations. 
And he handed the publishers a mild 
rebuke 
for 
continuing 
to highlight 
examples of things which are wrong 
with scant attention to his corrective 
actions. 
There is some merit to his complaints 
but part is due to McCarthy himself. The 
reforms 
he 
seeks 
are 
delicately 
balanced for they take away some of the 
“benefits” and privileges to which the 
members have accustomed themselves 
in recent years. McCarthy, properly and 
astutely, has not desired to indulge in 
self-aggrandizement by reason of his 
reform actions at the expense of his 
colleagues by seeming to criticize their 
past conduct. So, by quietly making 
changes he has created the climate 
wherein the press either overlooks the 
importance of his acts or chooses to 
center attention on other things. 


Nevertheless, McCarthy has done a 
creditable job and promises to make 
further necked changes as rapidly as 
possible. Holding a position from which 
he can be deposed anytime 41 members 
believe he 
is being unreasonable, he 
must 
n e c e s sa r ily 
move 
with 
deliberation. 


What he has done has taken courage. 
His reversal of the practice of previous 
speakers of creating more committees 
to enlarge their circle of supporters by 
handing out more chairmanships was a 
personal risk. Yet, by reducing the 
committees he has made it possible for 
full attendance at committees through 
the elimination of conflicting meetings. 
He has outlawed the reprehensible 
“proxy” 
voting 
in 
committees, 
is 
demanding full attendance at legislative 
sessions, and put an end to the use of 
staff in campaigns, as well as opening 
up legislative spending records. These 
steps should eliminate much of the 
ground for criticisms of the past, which 
McCarthy 
readily 
concedes 
were 
deserved 
Not 
yet 
dealt 
with 
are 
“fringe 
benefits” 
of 
the 
tax 
free 
living 
allowance, free mailing of questionable 
"newsletters," 
the 
furnishing 
of 
automobiles for personal use, and a few 
other 
tax-supplied 
emoluments 
of 
dubious merit. 
It was here that McCarthy thinks the 
publishers should lend a hand in finding 
solutions. His “demand” was really a 
sincere plea for their involvement, 
rather 
than 
aloof 
criticism , 
in 
establishing reasonable compensation 
for the legislators. 
McCarthy didn’t equivocate in putting 
it on the line. He said he would support 
the elimination of all fringe benefits, the 
cars, the expenses and even the right to 
earn outside income * in return for 
“proper" legislative salaries. 
What he is seeking is an independent 
panel to recommend the appropriate 
pay for legislators and he said he would 
be delighted if a cross section from the 
publishers association would undertake 
the task.
